Undet date of March 25th, Gen.Sberi* 
dan pnbliahes a ions letter on the Black 
Hills, in vhich he repeats his former as­ 
sertion that Caster’s expedition of last 
year was for purely military parpases— 
being with the view of establishing 
posts in the Hills to bold the Indians in 
check. He further says that only gold 
color was found near Harney’s Peak,and 
doubts whether gold exists there in pay­ 
ing quantities, but that section being 
absolutely deeded to the Sioux,trespass­ 
ers must be kept. out. 
He has no doubt gold exists in larger 
quantities west of the Cheyenne Black 
Hills. He has seen nuggets from the 
Big Horn and Tongue rivers, and many 
specimens from near Fort Stamhaugh, 
in the Upper Wind River country,where 
mining failed for want of water and 
the hostility of the Indians. He also 
contends that gold exists in Owl Creek 
mountains, on Lower Wind River^ and 
on the head waters of Powder River. 
In this western Black Hills country,the 
Indians have only hunting privileges. 
He proposes that Gen. Sherman con­ 
sents to send Gen. Forsythe and Col. 
Grant up the Yellowstone to the mouth 
of the Big Horn, as soon as the ice 
breaks, and has already secured a steam 
boat for them. 
If Forsythe is successful, he will send 
Gen. Custer with his command from Ft. 
Lincoln across to the mouth of Powder 
River, thence up the south bank of the 
Yellowstone, crossing Powder River» 
Rosebud River, and on to the mouth of 
the Big Horn. He will also send anoth­ 
er expedition down the Wind River» 
through Owl Creek mountains, from Ft. 
Stambaugh, via Ft. Brown,to the mouth 
of the Big Horn, returning through the 
parks about the head waters of Powder 
River, visited by Capt. Mill’s command 
last year. 
y 
He is of the opinion the country 
thus proposed to be explored is gold 
bearing, but can only conjecture as to 
quantity. 
Ho feels confident of his ability to 
prerent trespasses on the rights of the 
fudians. Troops are being moved 
the most available points for carrying 
out the instructions of September 8d 
else there might be a repetition of the 
Xbrmer gold excitement, and greater 
suffering. If persons wanting to go to 
the Black Hills, will only wait for furth 
er information from the Government— 
which seems desirous of making con 
cessions to them—no one will be 
willing than himself to aid in ascertain 
tag the value of these gold .fields. 
Should points fi‘o'm which 
start be remote, making it impossible 
for a sentry force to watch them, two or 
three passes in the Hills will bo occu­ 
pied, which irill effectually exclude 
trespassers.
